W a s h in g to n , March 30th.—Rumors were 
current at the Capitol to-day that the trouble 
in regard to the New York CollectoTship was 
to be settled by making Postmaster-General 
James Collector and puttiog Judge Robert­ 
son in the Cabinet in James’ place. It was 
said that Secretary Blaine had consented to 
this, as it would give him one more stanch 
friend in the Cabinet, but it need hardly be 
added that the rumors could not be traced to 
any substantial foundation. It appears to 
be equally certain that the President intends 
to Btand by Robertson's nomination, and that 
Senators Conkling and Pratt will strenuously 
oppose his confirmation. Conkling is con­ 
stantly in receipt of letters and telegrams 
from the stalwarts of New York, advis­ 
ing 
this 
course, 
and 
representing 
that 
the passage of the resolution in 
the Legislature indorsing Robertson’s nom­ 
ination was permitted by his (Conkling’s) 
friends under the influence of false state­ 
ments, to the effect that he had consented to 
it. He received upwards of one hundred 
telegrams on this subject from one county of 
New York on a single day recently, and it 
is said that he now feels sure of the solid sup­ 
port of his party in that State in any plan of 
opposition that he may conclude to adopt. 
His prospects for success in the Senate are, 
however, considered to be practically hope­ 
less, for the great mass of the Democratic 
Senators will undoubtedly vote for Robert- 
bod’s confirmation, as a means of planting a 
permanent cause of discord in the Republican 
party, and Garfield and Blaine’s immediate 
following in the Senate would unquestion­ 
ably give a sufficient number of votes to make 
the confirmation certain. 


CHANDLER’S NOMINATION. 
Attorney-General MacVeagh spent anhour 
at the Capitol this afternoon, mingling with 
Senators on both sides ot the chamber. He 
was inquiring about the deadlock, and the 
chances of its being terminated, and he also, 
it is said, made inquiries as to the probability 
of Chandler’s confirmation as Solicitor-Gen­ 
eral. The Democrats talk of voting solidly 
against Chandler, and if they prove to be 
unanimous on this question there will be 
only one Republican vote needed to defeat 
him. This vote, it is rumored, will certainly 
be cast by Don Cameron, even if no other 
Republican embraces the opportunity to pay 
off the scores which a number of them have 
marked against Chandler for his caustic 
pamphlet attacks from time to time upon 
those who have failed to come up to his stal­ 
wart standard. 


THE SENATE DEADLOCK. 
In regard to the Senate deadlock there are 
still no signs visible of its breaking. Some of 
the Republican Senators are getting nervous 
over the nominations in which they are in­ 
terested, but they hold together and appa­ 
rently intend to do so indefinitely. The 
Democratic leaders, on the other hand, ex­ 
press a determination to maintain their solid 
opposition, and say they are uot in any de­ 
gree troubled either by the drift which the 
pending debate partakes or by apprehensions 
as to[the final result of the contest. 


PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , March 30th.—Floral trib­ 
utes were observed this morning on the 
desks of Kellogg and Hill. Hill’s was from 
the ladies of Alexandria, with a note, saying 
it was a feeble testimonial of their admira­ 
tion foi; the brilliant manner in which he had 
recently exposed the corrupt bargaiu made 
by Mahoue with the Republican party. He 
had anchored himself in the hearts of Vir­ 
ginians everywhere by his timely and elo­ 
quent speech in defense of the honor, the pres­ 
ervation of the traditions and the maintenanc e 
of the former illustrious history of Virginia, 
when he sheathed the sword on her own 
Senator, which 
had been 
treacherously 
pointed to pierce her fair form. 
A resolution was adopted to pay the 
funeral expenses of the late Senator Carpen­ 
ter. 
The Senate—25 to 25—refused to go into 
an executive session. 
Harris said it was evident that the Repub­ 
licans did not intend to transact the business 
which the Senate had been called to transact, 
and moved to adjourn to-day to December. 
Rejected—2S to 23. 
Pendleton, recalling the President’s inaug­ 
ural statement that he would ask Congress to 
fix the tenure of minor officers of the Govern­ 
ment, in order that the Senate might no 
longer present a spectacle of wrangling over 
petty officers, moved an executive session. 
Dawes agreed that tenure of office was de­ 
sirable, hut did not see how the Act could be 
passed at a special session. 
Hill read an address issued by Mahone last 
October, calling the Republican party the 
“ gripsack paity.” 
Dawes asked if Hill had objections to Rid- 
bedlerger because he had voted for Hancock. 
Hill—None in the world. But what was 
the gripsack party ? 
Dawes said Hill should know, as he had 
tried every party and every phase of political 
life. He remembered that Hill had written 
a letter after the success of Garfield’s party, 
and inviting the public to come up and join 
the party which had succeeded. [Laughter.] 
That seems to be the first motion in Hill’s 
mind in all his political sailing, to find wbat 
party succeeds and then join it. I think, he 
said, that nobody could tell how much he 
loved Garfield—passing the love of women. 
[Laughter.] 
Hill stood by his letter, and again de­ 
nounced the contemptible alliance between 
the Republicans and Readjusters to get, the 
offices. 
Hill asserted that every movement of the 
South toward burying the issues of the war 
was met by the Republicans with a slap in 
the face and a demand that the South join 
the Republican party. This would do more 
to set back a real liberal movement than any­ 
thing else could do. The South had aban­ 
doned Bonrbonism, if by that was meant the 
right of secession and a belief in slavery, but 
she was not to be purchased by patronage 
nor won by slander. He asserted that the 
South had a fair vote and an honest count 
as much at heart as the North. The evils 
following the war in the South were due to 
the carpet-bag governments of the Republi­ 
can party. 
Hawley asked Hill if he really believed 
this astonishing story. 
Hill said yea. 
Hoar denied that the negro was allowed a 
free ballot and an honest count. Hill’s con­ 
fident assertion could not refute the testi­ 
mony of Brooks and the documents before 
the House in regard to the Caddo massacre, 
the blood-red streets of New Orleans, the 
Coushatta horror, Colfax, the murderer of 
Mitchell’s harmless boy, and Chisholm’s un­ 
convicted murderers. What had Hill to say 
to those? He had no desire to enter upon a 
4jscussion of the issues which had been 
brought up by Hill, but he challenged the 
gentleman who claimed that the evils in the 
South were attributable to the Republican 
party to point out a single great measure 
for tne benefit of the colored man where the 
Republican party had not been in the right, 
and the party with which he associated in 
the wrong. 
Hill said he had heard exactly the speech 
he had expected, but he had too much re­ 
spect for the Senate and himself to charac­ 
terize it. He envied no man his nature, hi9 
position, his prospects, in this life or the 
next, who could deliberately get up in a coun­ 
cil like this and take pleasure in rehearsiug 
charges against his fellow-citizsns in any sec­ 
tion of the country. Was it manly, fair and 
patriotic? Would it not be just as manly to 
make an issue on the Constitution itself and 
on its framers ? 
Hoar again challenged Hill to name the 
beneficent Democratic measure, speak ng 
with his usual force. 
In the midBt of the controversy, which was 
kept up at 9ome length, Logan entered . u 
the 
discussion, 
induced 
by a remark 


of 
Hill 
that 
the 
Republicans 
would 
not 
let 
the 
war 
rest 
in 
peace. 
We are told time and time again, he said, by 
the Senators fri m that side, that the war is 
past, and that they do not want to allude to 
it. Yet every time opportunity is offered a 
Senator digs up every question growing out 
of the war. You, sir, and every other man 
that joined in the rebellion against this Gov­ 
ernment is responsible for every wrong com­ 
plained of. 
Hill—I happen not to be as responsible as 
you, when you were standing up advocating 
a policy for the Democratic party which en­ 
couraged them to resist, manfully breasting 
the storm ; and I will tell the Senator what 
is a historical fact, that I was met on the 
stump in Georgia with an argument that such 
as he would sustiiu the South if it did se­ 
cede. [Applause in the galleries.] 
Logan—Any man that insinuates that I 
sympathized with it at that time insinuates 
what is false. 
Hill—I did not charge it. The Senator 
will understand that I do not indorse what 
was said of him, but when he rises and 
charges that I and those with whom I was 
associated are responsible for all the wrongs 
to the Sonthem States, I then remind him of 
the attitude of himself and myself when the 
thing was flagrant I did not charge that 
the Senator intended te sympathize with 
secession. 
By no means. 
I am simply 
stating a historical fact. 
Logan—I desire right hero to settle this 
question. I do not intend that an insinua­ 
tion of this kiud shall be cast at me when it 
is false. It has been done often enough. 
Sitting right in this chamber there is a Sena­ 
tor that knows that this insinuation is false. 
He has a right to know it. I have never 
called upon him to state his knowledge, be­ 
cause I am here to protect myself ; but I say 
that these insinuations in this direction have 
got to stop, for they are not true. 
Hill—I accept the gentleman’s statement 
that they are not true; but if the Senator 
expects to Btop me from reciting historical 
facts, he is mistaken. 
His speech is unneces­ 
sary, and is out of place. 
The controversy was then resumed between 
Hoar and Hill. 
In concluding Hill again alludml to the 
Chittenden letter, declaring that he was still 
of the opinion that it would be for the best 
interests of the country to have both party 
organizations abandoned. 
Beck ridiculed the Republicans for refusing 
an executive session. He believed that they 
were quarreling, and dared not do so, prefer­ 
ring to wave the bloody shirt and to stir up 
the Louisiana filth. 
Dawes assured Beck that the Republicans 
would go into an executive session in ten min­ 
utes after these resolutions were adopted. 
[Laughter.] 
Beck said the Republicans knew they 
could not be adopted, especially while the 
Republicans allied themselves with Repudia­ 
te s ; but they hung to this impossible thing 
to avoid an executive session, where their 
differences would develop. 
Dawes, desiring to give Beck and hiB 
friends time to rally round this new discovery, 
moved to adjourn. Agreed to. 


BOl’REllE COURT DECI8ION OK INTEREST TO 
ARMY AND NAVY OFFICERS. 


W a s h in g to n , Mareh 30tb.—A decision 
was rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day in a case which has a 
good deal of importance for effioers of the 
army and navy, and which settles the ques­ 
tion of the right of the President to dismiss 
army and navy officers from the service with­ 
out a Court-martial. Charles M. Blake was 
in 1868 Pest Chaplain at Camp McDowell,. 
Arizona, and forwarded to the President, 
daring a temporary fit of insanity what was 
construed as a resignation 
His resignation 
was accepted, and shortly thereafter Alexan­ 
der Gilmore was nominated and confirmed as 
Blake’s successor. In 1873 President Hayes; 
upon a reconsideration of Blake’s resignation, 
set aside its acceptance and restored him to 
service, whereupon the latter brought suit 
for back pay. The conclusion of the Court 
is that whatever view be taken of Blake’s 
resignation, the appointment and confirma­ 
tion of another man in his place had the ef­ 
fect of discharging him from the service. 
Gilmore’s appointment superseded Blake, 
and discharged him from the seivice without 
any reference to the latter’s mental capacity 
to understand what was a resignation. Blake 
could uot thereafter have been restored to 
service without a new nomination and c in­ 
formation. 


LOUISIANA COLORED PEOPLE AND THE P R I’T- 
DENT. 


W a s h in g to n , March 30th.—A delegation 
of fifty colored men, representing the colored 
Republicans of Louisiana, called upon Presi­ 
dent Garfield to-day, and imparted the 
wishes of the colored people of their State. 
The address was quite long. It claims that 
the colored race in Louisiana'has kept pace 
with the rest of the Union in the march of 
progress ; that they pay taxes on £25,000,000 
of property, and by their labors raise S6ven- 
eighths of the sugar and* rice crop, and 
five eighths of the cotton crop. They ask no 
new legislation, only the honest enforcement 
of the existing law3 for their protection, 
especially equal participation in the advan­ 
tages of the public school system and freedom 
and protection in the rights of suffrage. The 
President, in reply, expressed his gratification 
at the progress and material prosperity of 
the colored race, renewed the assurances of 
his inaugural address, and urged upon their 
consideration the importance to their race of 
education and personal ownership of the soil 
upon which they live and toil. 


THE SEARCH FOR THE JEANNETTE. 
W a s h in g to n , March 30th. —Lieutenant 
R. M. Berry, United States navy, is ordered 
to the command of the steamer Mary and 
Hellen, on the proposed Arctic expedition in 
search of the Jeannette. Secretary Hunt 
furnished Lieutenant Berry with a list of 
naval officers who have volunteered for the 
service, and will be guided by any prefer­ 
ences he may entertain in making up the 
detail of officers who will serve under him. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


W a s h in g to n , Maroh 30th.—Lew Wallace 
has telegraphed a declination of the Paraguay 
mission.

CALIFORNIA AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


We do not understand where Mr. Walter 
Hart, Commissioner for California at New 
York in the World's Fair business, ob­ 
tained the information, given by him to a 
reporter recently, that the Legislature of 
this State is prepared to make a liberal 
appropriation for State representation at 
the aforesaid World’s Fair, “ if it could 
“ only see that anything wa3 being done 
‘’to forward the enterprise.” Mr. Hart 
*may have some private knowledge on this 
subject, bnt certainly no such understand­ 
ing as he speaks of has been reached in Cali­ 
fornia. The question of contributing to the 
World’s Fair has in truth not been at 
al! seriously considered A sum of, we be­ 
lieve, live thousand doll s, has been appro­ 
priated for preliminary work in that con­ 
nection, but there has not been any time 
witen the Legislature would have beeu 
willing to make liberal appropriations on 
this head. The truth is, that the whole 
business has been regarded here as a very 
dubious undertaking. The frequent hitches 
and difficulties which have attended it in 
the East have thrown suspicion upon it 
here, and ao one in California has hitherto 
felt at all certain that there would really 
be such a fair. When it is made plain 
that the fair will be held, we have no doubt 
that California will do her duty m the 
premises, but so far she has held aloof for 
what appeared to be very sufficient reasons. 


A CONVENIENT OUTLET. 


It appears that some of the continental 
Governments have in a quiet way been 
using the United States as a penal colony. 
When they have incorrigible characters on 
their hands, they just ship them on board 
a vessel for America, and so get rid of 
them finally. Secretary Klaine has been 
informed of a couple of cases of this kind, 
Switzerland being the responsible party, 
and has looked into it somewhat effectually. 
Austria and Germany however are under­ 
stood to have done the saíne thing, and it 
is presumable that Mr. Blaine will find it 
necessary to lower his tone somewhat in 
addressing remonstrances to those great 
Powers. Of course no European Govern­ 
ment will undertake to defend such pro­ 
ceedings, and the probability is that most 
of them will deny the soft impeachment. 
But it is clear that they have the oppor­ 
tunity uf passing over their bad characters, 
and while the temptation exists they are 
likely to yield to it. 
The only effectual 
remedy would seem to be the elaboration 
of a system of examination of emigrants on 
this side, and even with such a precaution 
it is to be expected that it will be diffi­ 
cult altogether to put a stop to the kind 
of disagreeable immigration referred to. 


Civilization has its roots in the family 
circle. It is through the family relation that 
the results of higher knowledge have been 
handed on from generation to generation. 
Destroy family culture, do away with the 
education of the home, and in a few gen­ 
erations the most elaborate governmental 
machinery will prove useless to prevent a 
relapse into barbarism. It is impossible 
for the State to create an efficient sub­ 
stitute for home training. It is impossible 
for the State to remedy the evils caused 
by absence of home training. And so 
surely as the people anywhere tend to 
put reliance in the State instead of in 
the family, so surely will they move 
backward instead of forward. 
We have said that the ordinance just 
enacted in this city, is, in our opinion, a 
bad one. It is bad because it is a distinct 
step in the direction of paternalism, and 
paternalism is incompatible with vigorous 
progress of any kind. It is urged that such- 
an ordinance has become necessary, aud 
that however true it may be that parents 
are responsible for tbe conduct of their 
children, it will not do to refrain from tak­ 
ing measures to remedy the results of their 
neglect. This is not a sound argument. 
The passage of the Curfew ordinance is in 
the line of encouragement to parental 
neglect. It is in effect a recognition on the 
part of the municipality of the legitimacy 
of this neglect. It is an attempt to cure 
one evil by bringing a much more danger­ 
ous one into existence. The true aud only 
philosophical remedy for parental neglect 
of duty is stimulation of the parental con­ 
science. It is not a remedy to devise a 
sort of artificial parental authority, as has 
been attempted. The only possible effect 
of such measures can be to encourage the 
apathy and indifference to duty which are 
accountable for hoodlumism. Fathers and 
mothers who have not had the sense and 
conscientiousness to control and disci­ 
pline their children when they know that 
the ruin of the latter might result from 
their negligence, are not likely to become 
more active and zealous when they see the 
corporation putting itself in their places 
and undertaking to do their work. 
All measures of this kind tend to emas­ 
culate and atrophy the public conscience. 
If a man who has temporarily lost the use 
,of his limbs be supported artificially in 
such a manner that he can get on without 
exercising them at all, they will become 
permanently paralyzed. It is by grad­ 
ually bringing them into use again, by ex­ 
ercising and stimulating the muscles and 
nerves, that a cure is to be effected. Pater­ 
nalism of all kinds cripples independence. 
Those who are accustomed always to lean 
on something or somebody cease to be able 
to walk alone. A people who learn to de­ 
pend upon the Government for what they 
should do themselves, sooner or later lose 
their energies and capacities, and sink into 
helplessness. The tendencies of true civ­ 
ilization are all away from, and not toward, 
paternalism. Genuine democracy contem­ 
plates the development of individual capa­ 
bilities to their fullest exteut. The ideal 
citizen of a true democracy is one who is 
self-poised and self sustaining, who asks 
no support from any one, but is equipped 
on all sides with vigorous potentialities. 
But a community which drifts away from 
the spirit of the age, and begins to shift on 
to the government the duties of the family, 
and to seek in laws and regulations cures 
for evils which grow out of this neglect of 
responsibilities, is very sure to proceed 
from bad to worse. 
Paternalism is an exotic. It has no na­ 
tural affiliation with the American theory 
of civilization. It flourishes most rackly 
in countries where liberty is least known 
aDd understood. It is most emphatically 
rejected where freedom has longest been 
the heritage of the people. The pretense 
that is in any way incumbent upon the 
people to have recourse to paternal gov­ 
ernment is a false and misleading one. The 
effect of paternalism is not remedial, but 
poisonous. 
When parents neglect their 
duty there is but one true remedy, and 
that is to lead them back to it. It can­ 
not mend matters to encourage tbe belief 
that neglect of duty is of no consequence. 
It ¡3 also necessary to deal plainly with 
the silly cant which presumes to excuse 
parental neglect as in some way an evidence 
of ahi^her civilization. This 13 the most 
pestilent nonsense. Parents who know no 
better than to seek to govern their 
children by argument alone, and who en­ 
courage impudence and selfishness in them 
by according weight and importance to 
their ignorance, are precisely these who 
arc most responsible for hoodlumism. The 
results of their absurd theories are seen in 
the desperate recourse to Curfew ordi­ 
nances and the like. 
Their fantastic 
and irrational system has notoriously 
broken down at all points. Instead of 
producing a generation of reasonable, un­ 
selfish, well-mannered, self-respecting chil­ 
dren, it has produced a generation of 
rude, 
insolent, greedy, 
unmannerly, 
thoroughly selfish young barbarians, so 
utterly uncontrollable that their weak 
parents think it necessary to invoke gov- 
erumcntal aid to keep them within bounds.? 
There is no democracy in this maudlin 
system of training. It i« pure and unadul­ 
terated folly. Instead of being in the line 
of a higher culture, it is most emphatically 
in the line of a reversion to barbarism. It 
would not take more than three generations 
of such a system to undo all that has been 
accomplished in the last three centuries, 
and to reduce the descendants of the pres­ 
ent American to a condition of aimost ab­ 
solute anarchy and brutality. Recourse to 
paternalism most tend more and more in 
this direction, moreover. It cures nothing, 
but it paralyzes the faculties whose disuse 
is responsible for all the evils. Curfew or­ 
dinances may serve to cover up and conceal 
the mischief for a while, but all such meas­ 
ures must result in increasing the demand 
for paternal government, and in depriving 
the people of still further independence 
and individualism. 


STORMY TIMES AT WASHINGTON. 


It is very interesting to the American 
people, no doubt, to look on at the pro­ 
gress of affairs in Washington, and to note 
how natnrally and unaffectedly the wel­ 
fare of the country is subordinated to the 
jealousies and enmities of political chief­ 
tains whose sole anxieties grew out of 
questions of office. Judging from the daily 
dispatches it might be thought that this 
had ceased to be a republic; that the 
people had lost all their sovereignty ; and 
that a mob of newly-hatched nobles were 
assembled at Washington, quarreling over 
the spoils. There is plenty of talk of sup­ 
porting and opposing the Administration, 
bnt when it is sifted down it is seen to 
mean that this or that Senator, who holds 
the patronage of his State in his pocket, or 
who insists that he ought so to hold it, 
will shape his policy according to the 
recognition of his claims on the part of the 
President. As to the latter, there is no 
evidence that he is conducting public 
business on any high plane. 
If he 


offends influential Senators it is because 
he apparently desires to reward some 
friends of his own. There is no trace in 
his course thus far of the remotest regard 
for civil service reform; in fact he has 
flouted and repudiated that principle al­ 
most more contemptuously than its avowed 
enemies. At present there are symptoms 
of considerable trouble of the kind already 
referred to. Washington is deeply agi­ 
tated over what threatens to be a feud 
between the President and Mr. Conkling. 
Nay. further, it is intimated that the Pres­ 
ident has offended two members of his 
Cabinet, and that these may resign. Of 
course all the trouble is about appoint­ 
ments. Office seeking and office-grabbing 
constitute the main sources of contention 
at Washington. Party policy is regulated, 
not by any consideration of what 
is best 
for the country, but by 
a careful study of the programme 
which is thought most likely 
to 
relieve the party from the painful neces­ 
sity of committing itself. An extra ses­ 
sion is to be avoided, not because a fund­ 
ing bill is not imperatively demanded, but 
because it is thought that it would be diffi­ 
cult to pass a funding bill which would 
not antagonize somebody. In short, the 
great end and aim of party strategy is 
“ how not to do it,” as regards everything 
but the getting of offices. The organiza­ 
tion of the Senate by the Republicans has 
been secured by as discreditable and undis­ 
guised a trafficking in the Federal patron­ 
age as ever occurred, and after the debates 
which have been had upon that matter the 
country is not likely to forget it. And 
now everything else is thrust into the 
background while the Senators propose to 
do battle—-for what ? Not for any great 
principle. Not for any patriotic meas­ 
ure. 
Not 
for 
anything in which 
the American people are deeply concerned. 
Bat for the right to fill offices with their 
satellites and dependents, and thus to 
fortify themselves in power, no matter 
whether at the sacrifice of honest and eco­ 
nomical government, or not. This is the 
class of subjects which convulse Wash­ 
ington at present. This is the kind of 
disputes which have taken the place of 
the intellectual contests for which the 
halls of Congress were once famous. And 
yet there are people who are capable of 
looking on at all these eigns of decadence, 
and cannot perceive that the one way to 
get rid of the whole discreditable and de­ 
moralizing 
business 
is 
to 
abolish 
“ patronage ” at one stroke, and thus 
bring our Senators and Representatives 
back to dependence upon the people—that 
people whose smiles or frowns they have 
almost ceased to notice or care for, so 
formidably has the abuse of patronage 
intrenched them in their positions. 


DOMESTIC NEWS. 


ANOTHER SIDE . TO IT. 
Mr. Glddlugs Relates Some Facts About 
the Mus el Slough Cases. 
[Visalia Delta ) 
There has been considerable inquiry con­ 
cerning a letter written by E. Giddings, 
of Mussel Slough, to a friend, that was 
published in the Yolo Mail. As many of 
our readers wish to see it we copy it en­ 
tire, trusting that the writer will not ob­ 
ject to its publication in the Delta, now 
that it has appeared in the Mail : 
“ E. Giddings, an old resident of Yolo 
county, at present living in Tulare county, 
views the Mussel Slough question in an 
altogether different aspect from that gen­ 
erally accepted. The following addition 
to a business letter to R. II. Newton, of 
this place, may be of interest to those who are 
exerting themselves in behalf of the Mussel 
Sloughers : ‘ I have noticed of late that an 
effort is being made in Woodland, as well 
as other parts of the State, to create sym­ 
pathy and to raise money for us poor 
settlers in the Mussel Slough country. As 
one of such settlers I object to the term set­ 
tlers as used by those parties. It is an entire 
mistake, and the country generally has 
been badly deceived. The settlers here do 
not need your sympathy, for they are not 
in distress. The settlers are not beggars, 
neither do tliev wish to be classed as such. 
Many of them are from Yolo, and all who 
have not been following blind leaders, in 
tbe League, ate well-to-do, and desire no 
pecuniary aid. I wish your papers wrould 
make the proper distinction between set­ 
tlers and Leaguers. It should be under­ 
stood that not one-third of this small cor­ 
ner of Tulare county belongs to the League. 
Outside of that third, there is no opposi­ 
tion to the purchase of railroad lands. 
These poor distressed Leaguers, except one 
or two of their leaders, have had an op­ 
portunity of purchasing the lands at the 
graded price, but have refused. They set­ 
tled here with a full knowledge that the 
lands belonged to the railroad. Most, if 
not all, tiled their application to purchase 
with the company, consequently had the 
first opportunity- to purchase. They have 
refused to purchase and thereby brought 
on their present troubles. Likely they 
need sympathy, and before their attorneys 
are paid will need pecuniary assistance. 
The settlers proper do not need anything 
of the kind, and they scorn the idea of 
being classed with agitators, law -breakers, 
and lastly, beggars. This trouble is the 
natural outcome of bad teaching for the 
last five years, and brought about by one 
J. J. Doyle, who commenced agitation for 
the purpose of money-making, either out of 
the railroad or the settlers. He failed to 
make anything out of the railroad, and 
then led the poor deluded Leaguers, step 
by step, through the several land depart­ 
ments of our Government, always beaten, 
aud lastly; to theU. S. District Court, with 
the same result, until they had no other 
recourse than to attempt to hold the land 
by force. Since this resistance to 
the United States 
authorities 
the 
case is familiar to every newspaper read­ 
er. Save the leaders, the Leaguers are 
honest men, and without this agitation 
would not have required our sympathy. A 
great deal published by the Leaguers is not 
true. The railroad did not, would not fix 
the price of these lauds before they got 
their title. I have read the pamphlet of 
the 
railroad company, and visited 
their office nearly eight years ago, when it 
was in Sacramento, and they refused to 
sell at any price, or fix any price which 
they would take when they got their title. 
Neither in my opinion have these Leaguers 
been badly treated in this land matter. 
Many of them have held the land by 
simply claiming i t ; have had the U6e of 
it for six years free, and nearly every claim 
conldhave been sold for from §200 to §1,000, 
always largely in excess of their improve­ 
ments. If this is grinding the poor, many 
a poor fellow would like to be thus ground. 
This is probably enough of this matter for 
once, and you may think it out of place in 
a business letter, but I desired that you 
should know that there is more than one 
side to this Mussel Slough story.’ ” 


Searching for th e D ead.—The search 
for the bodiesof R. P. Ferguson aud Frank 
Childs has been prosecuted with unabated 
energy up to the present time, bnt it has 
proven unsuccessful. Last Sunday morn­ 
ing a special train left Truckee with about 
a hundred men on board for the scene of 
the accident, with the view of giving the 
river a thorough search. All of the dams 
had been closed down, so that the water 
was very low in the river. Men were sta­ 
tioned along both banks of the river, and 
two boats were also used in the search. 
Late in the afternoon, the train returned 
to Truckee from its unsuccessful venture. 
It is not probable that the bodies will be 
recovered for several weeks yet, as they 
will not rise to the surface in the Truckee 
river as soon as in any other water, owing 
to the fact that the water is mnch colder. 
A body has been known to stay in the river 
over two months before rising to the sur­ 
face, and it is a very unnsual thing for it 
to come up in less than three or four weeks. 
From this it will be seen that it is not 
strange that the bodies have not yet been 
recovered. The train which went down 
was kindly famished gratis by the railroad 
company, for which the public return their 
sincere thanks. — [Eureka Republican, 
March 30th.

The Boer Leader a Native of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
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Tiie Boer Leader Born in America. 
P ittsburg, March 30th.—General Joubert, 
the Boer leader, turns out after all to be an 
American. He is a native of Uniontown, 
Fayette county. Pa., where he was born in 
the spring of 1841. His parents came from 
Holland previous to the war. He was edu­ 
cated in the Uniontown public schools. 
When about fourteen years of age he was 
tried on a charge of assault and battery, but 
was acquitted. Soon after, he quitted Amer­ 
ica, going to Holland, and thence to South 
Africa. At the outbreak of the rebellion he 
returned to this country, served in the navy 
under Admiral Dupont, and afterward as 
Captain of-a colored company under General 
Writzel, He returned to Holland after the 
war, and thereafter to South Africa. His 
full name is Daniel Sturgeon Joubert, having 
been named after Senator Daniel Sturgeon of 
Pennsylvania, who befriended his father. 
Grant En Boute to Mexico. 
St. L ouis, March 30th.—General Grant, 
accompanied by Mrs. Grant, U. S. GraDt, 
Jr., and wife, Senor Romero, ex-Mexican 
Minister to the United States, Mrs. Allen, 
Mr3. Sharpe and N. E. Dawson, the Gen­ 
eral’s Secietary, arrived here between 12 aud 
1 o’clock this morning by the Vandalia line, 
en route to Mexico. The party took quarters 
for the night at the Lindell Hotel, and left at 
0:15 this morning by the Iron Mountain Rail­ 
road. Tbe General stated to a reporter, just 
before the train started, that his trip to Mex­ 
ico is in the interest of the Mexican Southern 
Railroad, of which he is President. The 
party go for recreation and rest. He would 
not talk about politics. Tbe party will be 
absent about two months. 
Disorderly Cowboys—Fatal Shooting 
Affray. 
U maha, March 30th.—A fatal shootiDg 
affray occurred at O’Neill City, Holt county, 
yesterday. A party of ten cowboys, who 
were on a spree, tried to break up a Sheriff’s 
auction sale. The Sheriff ordered them to 
stop their disturbance, and a lively passage 
of words followed. He then disarmed some 
of them, and they withdrew for a short time. 
Upon returning, they renewed the disturb­ 
ance, and one of the party named Dean, shot 
Sheriff Bernard Kearns, the ball Btriking his 
heart and killing him immediately. Shots 
were fired by others, and a Deputy Sheriff 
was wounded twice in the right leg above and 
below the knee aud once in the shoulder, all 
the wounds being serious. The cowboys im­ 
mediately left town on their horses, before the 
citizens could capture them, and nine of them 
have been arrested. Upon reaching Neligh, 
in Antelope county, they swore veDgeance 
upon O’Neill City, and threatened to return 
aud make another raid on the town. The 
cowboys have greatly terrified the citizens of 
Holt and Antelupe counties by their lawless­ 
ness and threats. 
Unseasonable VY eat her. 
Chicago, March 30th.—A cold wind and 
snow were the rather monotonous features of 
the morning, but as the day progre-sed the 
snow ceased falling and the air became 
keener. About three inches of snow fell, 
causing renewed trouble on the street car 
tracks. The snow-storm appears to have 
been rather more severe outside the city. 
C leveland, March 30th.—A furious snow­ 
storm is prevailing. It set in yesterday. The 
snow is badly drifted. 
Columbus, March 30th.—The «new is a 
foot deep and heavily drifted. All travel is 
suspended. 
New Y ork, March 30th.—A high wind 
and heavy rain prevail here. The tide is the 
highest of the year. The New Jersey low­ 
lands are flooded. The storm is heavy along 
the coast. 
Y oungstown (O.), March 30th.—From 5 
A. M. to 3 P. M. l&J inches of snow fell on a 
level here. 
D anville (Va.), March 30th.—A tornado 
devastated this section of country last night. 
Entire Family killed by a Cyclone. 
Georgia (Ala.), March 30th.—Jack Em- 
brey, wife and three children—the entire 
family—have been killed by a cyclone in 
Randolph county. 
Clearing House Exchanges—An i nusual 
Feature. 
New York, March 30th.—Tie Public says : 
There is an unusual feature in the Clearing­ 
house returns this week. There is but one 
important city that reports a smaller ex­ 
change than those of the corresponding week 
of last year, and that city, strange to say, is 
Chicago. 
Although the increase of some 
points is remarkably high, and the aggregate 
increase outside of New York and at this 
city is greater than last week, nevertheless 
the transactions are small. The reason is 
that last year the pause in the operations, 
which usually precedes the April settlements, 
was generally more marked and important 
than thi3 year, but the movement at Chicago 
last year was unexceptionably sustained, 
while the usual decrease in the amount of 
exchanges as the month draws near its end 
fully appears this season.

There 
appears to be an entire unanimity among the 
Directors as to the necessity of fully in­ 
dorsing the action of tho Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
Desperate Fight with Train Bobbers. 
St. Louia, March 30th.—A Post-Dispatch 
Kansas City special says it is reported there 
that the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe east- 
bonod passenger train was boarded by rob­ 
bers near Albuquerque, N. M., and robbed 
yesterday. A desperate fight is said to have 
occurred, and three or four passengers, the 
conductor, engineer and express messenger, 
were shot. The conductor and express mes­ 
senger are said to be_ killed. This report is 
current in express circles, but the railroad 
officials know nothing about it. 
EMPHATIC DENIAL. 
Topeka, March 30th.—The reported rob­ 
bery of a train near Albuquerque, N. M., is 
emphatically denied by the officials of the 
road. 
A Desperado A ttem pts' lo Assassinate a 
Lawyer. 
C heyenne, March 30tb.—A special from 
Sidney, Nebraska, to the Leader gives the 
following particulars of an attack on attor­ 
ney W. H. Michaels, of that city: This af­ 
ternoon a desperate character named Tom 
Ryan attempted to assassinate W. H. 
Michaels, an attorney here, with a knife. 
Ryan inflicted a very ugly cut on the 
head of Mr. Michaels, but failed in 
his fiendish 
purpose, owing to the 
resistance of Mr. Michaels. The canse of the 
attack was that Michaels had appeared against 
Ryan a short time a£o, and secured his con­ 
viction for biting a piece off the lip of a 
freighter named Emerson, with whom he had 
an altercation, and for this the desperado 
sought his life. ^ A few years ago 
Ryan shot Tom Kane, another attorney, 
through the mouth. 
He is noted as 
being a boon companion of the most desper­ 
ate characters on the border. Michaels was 
formerly editor of the Sidney Plaindealer. 
The would-be murderer made his escape on 
his own horse, which he had in waiting, be­ 
fore an attempt could be made to arrest him. 
There- is great excitement, and much indig­ 
nation prevails. 
Tbe Mlssenri Land Swindle. 
St. L ouis, March 30th.—The Grand Jury 
of the United States is Investigating the big 
land swindle. Cyrus Smith, a real estate 


operator of Chicago, lately indicted for con­ 
spiracy in the match bond cases, will testify 
concerning the ring. J. S. Wolfe, another 
Chicago real estate agent, has been brought 
here and will divulge concerning the fraud. 
Tbe Missouri Iflver on llie Umupage. 
St. Paul, March 30th.—A Bismarck spe­ 
cial to the Pioneer Press says : The Missouri 
river broke here to-day. The lower part of 
the city íb overflowed, and a great sea of ice 
and water extends for five miles. Three Gov­ 
ernment warehouses on the lauding are 
wrecked. The river rose ten feet iu a few 
hours. ‘ It is now thirty feet above low-water 
mark. Woodchoppers and settlers in the 
lowlands are all washed out, and many are 
probably drowned. Mandarr, on the west 
side of the river, is under three feet of water. 
The greatest lo,-s, aside from life, will be cord- 
wood, thousands of cords being swept away. 
A Pioneer Press special from Sioux City 
says: There is thirty feet of water in the 
channel at Yankton. The lower part of the 
city is overflowed, driving the inhabitants to 
the hills. It is the greatest flood ever known, 
and the damage will be immense. The city 
of Vermillion, Dakota, is also under water 
up to the second story of the houses. The 
occupants have taken to the bluffs in boats, 
and will probably be landed inj places of 
safety before morning. 
More of Gould’s Hailrond Enterprises. 
Chicago, March 30th.—The Times has a 
Philadelphia special announcing negotiations 
by Jay Gould for the use of the Philadelphia 
and Erie road, to make conuection between 
New York and his Wabash system, with the 
prediction that the contract will be made. 
The Times also has a Toledo special statiDg 
that the Toledo, Delphos and Burlington 
road has purchased 1,000 feet of ground for a 
depot, and made arrangements with the Del­ 
aware, Lackawanna and Western to occupy 
the same ground. Here are two routes for 
Gould to run trains from the Wabash depot 
at Toledo to some seaboard lines, and com­ 
plete his personal system from the Hudson 
river to the Rio Grande. 
Present Condition of tin- Democratic 
Party. 
N ew Y ork, March 30th.—One of the most 
popular, liberal and influential of the ac­ 
knowledged Democratic leaders in Western 
New York, in a letter to a well-known Sena­ 
tor of the United States, described the pres­ 
ent condition of the Democratic party in the 
following terse and vigorous language : “ Our 
party has got so low that a body execution 
cannot reach it. It has neither character nor 
property, nor does anybody belong to it. 
Nothing, in fact, remains but the Chinese 
letter and a piece of chalk with which to 
mark 32V1 npon the sidewalks and doorsteps.” 
Humor Contradicted. 
Chicago, March 30fch.—A very foolish 
rumor has been spread about town that J. H. 
Haverly, the theater manager, had failed. 
He said to-night that he never was farther 
from bankruptcy tban now, all his ventures 
having been very successful this season. He 
attributes the stories to envious rivals, who 
would like to prevent his building a theater 
in Chicago, a step which he is determined on, 
although the rapacity of real estate owners 
has several times deterred him. 
The W orld’» Fair Commission. 
N ew Y ork, March 30tb.—The World’s 
Fair Commission to-day resolved that the 
Executive Committee deem it expedient to 
take no action in relation to a permanent 
President until after April loth, when the 
Finance Committee will report on the funds 
raised. They expect to get §1,000,000 them­ 
selves, another million from the transporta­ 
tion companies, and another from the citi­ 
zens of New York. 
Incendiarism at Leadville. 
L eadville (Cob), March 30th.—A fire last 
night destroyed a saloon owned by D. Cowell 
aud McDaniel’s theater, owned by Schless- 
inger Bros, and damaged the Capital Restau­ 
rant to the extent of §3,000. The loes on the 
saloon is estimated at $10,000; loss on the 
theater §10,000—all fully insured. The fire 
was the work of an incendiary.

1 
The trial of the suit of J. P. Robinson 
vs. the Placerville and Sacramento Valley 
Railroad Company has occupied tho atten­ 
tion of Judge Hunt in Department 5 ali 
day. This action was brought to remove 
Louis McLane from the position of Trustee 
under a first mortgage executed by' the 
company to secure the payment on rolling 
stock aud equipment purchased by the 
company. Plaintiff is the owner of bonds 
and unpaid coupons to the amount of 
§300,000. 
The action was commenced 
in 1867, and ten years afterward, 
in 
1877, 
the 
company 
answered, 
setting up that the bonds and mort­ 
gage were void because two of the 
Directors were absent when the vote 
authorizing the execution was taken, and 
that pending the action 
Robinson’s 
bonds had been paid off by Stanford Co., 
who had bought the road. McLane lately 
brought suit- to foreclose the mortgage 
thereupon. Robinson at the trial aban­ 
doned his action of which the object had 
been thus attained. The company ineisfs 
upon the invalidity' of the mortgage and 
that question has now been und_er argu­ 
ment for two days. Plaintiff is repre­ 
sented by Pringle and Trehane, and the 
defense by Bergin and Cope.

Address of the Farmers’ Club at Orange­ 
ville on the Mussel Slough Trouble. 
[Visalia Delta, March 18th. | 
At a meeting of the Farmers’ Club at 
Grangeville, February 25th, the following 
letter was adopted, signed and publication 
requested : 
A subject so much talked of and one so 
poorly understood as the Mnssel slough 
land difficulty demands a word from us. 
For once let it lie understood that the peo­ 
ple of Mussel slough, Tulare county, Cali­ 
fornia. are not generally Leaguers. Prob­ 
ably not more than one-fourth of the voting 
population are members of such organiza­ 
tion. Yet they, the Leaguers, assume to 
speak for anil represent the whole section 
of country, always using the word “ set­ 
tlers,” which gives to the public abroad 
the impression that the whole community 
here are a unit in this land trouble. 
During the four or five years of this land 
agitation the settlers here—not Leaguers— 
have abstained from such agitation, have 
purchased their lands, constructed water 
ditches and built up homes. Yet we hear 
it asserted that 500 miles of water ditches 
have been eonstrvcted in this section- of the 
county, and the impression goes forth that 
the Leaguers have done this work—that 
they have made the “ desert blossom as 
the rose.” This is not true, in fact. No 
such number of miles of water ditches 
have been constructed, and likely not one- 
tenth of the whole should be credited to 
the Leaguers. 
The tragedy of May last is possibly not 
fully understood. Witnesses on the part 
of the prosecution, though forced by pro­ 
cess of law to go into Court and testify, 
are accused by insinuation of testifying 
falsely for a money consideration, as will 
be seen by the letter of J. J. Doyle, pub­ 
lished in the Visalia Delta of February 
11, 1881. Now, if Mr. Doyle (while he 
has the sympathy of the public at larg.) 
can destroy the character and standing of 
the witnesses here on the part of the prose­ 
cution, as is evidently his intention, then 
he will have gained a point. We quote 
from the Doyle letter: “ For we do not 
need a pardon on account of onr liberties 
and distressed condition and that of our 
families alone, but for the great rebuke it 
will and ought to cast upon one of the most 
arrant railroad Courts that ever disgraced 
a republic.” Yes, there it is. Not that 
the prisoners are troubled or distressed, 
but their friends are requested to be ac­ 
tive in signing tbe petition for par­ 
don 
in order that the Court in 
which they were tried may “ be rebuked.” 
Then, as a necessary consequence, the 
United States District Attorney would 
“ be rebuked;” sworn officers under the 
law, doing simply their duty, and that 
under extremely difficult circumstances, 
Mr. Doyle would have “ rebuked.” A re­ 
buke to the Courts, a rebuke to the United 
States District Attorney, a rebuke to the 
Government witnesses, and what next ? 
We fear Mr. Doyle would have every 
citizen rebuked that did not acknowledge 
allegiance to the Settlers’ League. The 
culprit would rebnke the Court in which 
he waB tried ; he would assail the wit­ 
nesses who dared to testify against him. 
No doubt this is not the first time such 
thoughts have entered the minds of per­ 
sons convicted of crime, but presume it is 
the first instance where one has been fool­ 
ish enough to publish them to the world, 
while praying loudly for pardon. It should 
also be understood that while the settlers 
here have good reason to complain of the 
high price put upon railroad lands, in 
almost every case where there has been 
a disposition shown on the part of the 
railroad company to fairly adjust the 
price, we have found the League denying 
their title and refusing to purchase at any 
price ; in fact, standing in the way of any 
adjustment. Consequently we have been 
forced to pay two prices for our laud. We 
have good reason to believe, and do believe, 
that said League has been a school in which 
the doctrine of revolution lias been taught; 
that the Government was corrupt, and not 
worth their allegiance ; that the lands oc­ 
cupied by them, though patented to the 
railroad company, were of right theirs. 
Hence, in the spring of 1870, dnriDg the 
canvass for the adoption ol the new Con­ 
stitution, when Kearney was at Hanford, 
he said, “ Hold your lands : 40,000 men in 
San Francisco stand ready to come to your 
assistance.” This sentiment was applauded 
by tbe Leaguers; what did it mean? 
Again, it has been said that there were 
people at Livermore willing to come to the 
rescue; what did it mean ? The doctrine of 
revolution has been advocated on the 
streets here for the last three years or 
more; did it mean anything? Circulars 
were published, circulated and posted, 
warning 
people 
not 
to 
purchase 
railroad land, as they could not oc­ 
cupy i t ; did it mean 
anything ? 
When United States Marshal Poole was 
here in his official capacity, was he not 
surrounded by a band of armed men, and 
ordered to deliver up his arms, they know­ 
ing him to be a United States officer ? Was 
he not ordered to leave this part of the 
country, and admonished not to return to 
complete his official business ? Did all this 
mean anything ? Most certainly not, if we 
give full credit to the testimony of the 
Leaguers when testifying in their own be­ 
half. Again, the people here are not such 
barbarians as has been represented. It is 
not the rule here to carry firearms, more 
tban in other farming communities of this 
State, save and except, perhaps, with the 
military branch of the League.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE, 


A S acram esto Invention.—W. P. Mer­ 
rill of Florin, in this county, is the inventor 
of a novel device to prevent horses from run­ 
ning away. It consista of a metal square­ 
headed or pronged loop, which is attached to 
the hind axle of the wagon or buggy near the 
hub, and pointing forward. When the driver 
desire- to leave his team he drops the lines 
over the loop, from which they cannot escape 
except by manual removal. Extending from 
the hub-hand is a single prong half arched, 
the end or paint of which descends through 
the loop as the wheel revolves. If the horses 
start up the prong point passes down into the 
loop as the wheel revolves, catches the reins 
on it, which are drawn back to its heel by 
the pressure, aud as the wheel turns the reins 
wind up on the hub, stopping the horses or 
pulling their jaws off—one or the other. The 
instant the animals stop, and yielding to the 
pull, back up, the reverse motion unwinds 
the reins, the arch of the prong passes up 
through the loop, and the reins drop back 
into their original location. If the team 
backs up still more, the prong passes, with 
each revolution, through the loop without 
freeing the reins, as the arched part, and not 
the 
Int. strikes them. The invention was 
tested in the streets yesterday, and attracted 
much attention.

GAVAZZI. 
Lecture by Father Gavazzi on the Free 
Italian ehureh. 
Father Gavazzi, the leader of the tree 
Italian Church, addressed a large audience at 
the Congregational Church last evening. 
After prayer by Rev. Mr. Henry,, the 
speaker was introduced by Rev. I. E. Dwi- 
nell, with a complimentary preface. Father 
Gavazzi spoke with a strong Italian accent, 
to which the audience did not become accus­ 
tomed so a3 to fully understand him until the 
address was about half completed. He is 
dramatic in his manner, frequently witty, 
keeps his auditors in a merry humor, and 
constantly deals in odd ej aculations, and pro­ 
longed high notes on single syllables, ex­ 
pressive of doubt, inquiry, surprise, mirth, 
scorn, incredulity, or of unbelief. He is a tall 
man of powerful frame, rugged features, 
and for one of his advanced age, well 
preserved. He began by saying that his 
home is in Rome, in free Italy—Italy that 
he remembered as under the mastership of 
the Pope, and where there was no religious tol­ 
erance, but where now the gospel can be 
freely preached, and so throughout Italy, as 
freely as in America. He reviewed the early 
political and religious condition of Italy, and 
very bitterly inveighed against the former 
and illiberal Papal rule. Italians, however, 
had demanded their liberties and had gained 
them, and enjoyed now as large privileges in 
religions institutions, schools and colleges as 
are enjoyed by (fie people of America. The 
free Italian church had succeeded thus far in 
all it had undertaken. In Jupe, 1870, its 
general assembly laid down its articles 
of faith, 
which 
were the basis of 
the once lost Christianity of 
Italy, 
In 1872, the assembly met in Rome, 
aDd was the first public assembly of free 
Christian minister» ever held in that city 
since the days of Paul. The church is an 
evangelical church, and its object is the evan­ 
gelization of Italy. It is a Scriptural church 
a graceful, rounded and beautiful Italian 
urch. It is especially pleasing to the 
_ alian for being a church seeking his evan­ 
gelization through his own language and 
through Italian agency. He had always been 
of the opinion that one native evangelist will 
do more good in one year than a foreign one 
can in ten years. The church has for an aim 
the rechristiauizing of Italy, and he used 
that term 
to 
correct 
a 
prevalent 
error, to wit: that the church is a 
reformer. For himself he declines the 
honor of being 
called 
a 
reformer. 
The Free Italian Church had nothing to re­ 
form, and having nothing to reform, an I re­ 
forming nothing, cannot therefore l>e called a 
reformer. Young Italy learned from Young 
America the lesson Dot to lose time and labor 
for nothing. To reform the Church of Rome 
would, in the estimation of his church, be 
loss of time and labor, so it did nut attempt 
it; but if she has evil and good, why not 
dri/e out the one and preserve the other. He 
replied that even the boa constrictor has some 
good »l>out it—its skin—but to get it to use 
in coveriag houses it had to be killed. To 
gel the skin of the Papal Church, one mutt 
kill it, but as the Free Church don’t want 
the skin, it won't pay to kill it—i. e., reform 
it. 
Italy was once the first Christian 
country of all Europe. She became liomish. 
The scope of the new Church is to restore 
to 
her her primitive 
and apostolic 
church, without Popes—the Church of 
Apostle Paul. 
It has no doctrines out­ 
side of the Bible. 
So it is exclusively 
a scriptural church. 
It is scriptural 
in its government, and as to ita teachings it 
has a catechism, but not from West­ 
minster or Geneva. It is all found In the 
Epistle of Paul to the Romans, and in it is 
found nothing of masses or the real presence 
the sacrament, or of the Virgin, 
of relics, 
or 
of 
penan "e, 
or 
auricular confession to priests, etc. It is 
a letter to Romans written to their fathers, 
and hence to Italians, a national and patri­ 
otic catechism. As for ft rms, without any 
previous understanding or any preconceived 
ideas, there has resulted a delightful mixture, 
a bit of many things good, and all more 
social than anything found in social Califor­ 
nia or America or European mixtures. All 
the churches are ruled by the General As­ 
sembly, yet all the churches are free 
in their individuality, securing or re­ 
moving ministers according to usefulness. 
The church 
is 
not 
a corporal de­ 
dependency. The Italians of the nineteenth 
century are wiser than those of the sixteenth 
century, and make no compromises, as such 
always lead to submission to Papal rule. The 
church abandoned the Pope entirely, and 
preached only Christ and Him crucified. In 
1870 they had but few churches, and many of 
them obscure ; now they have strong churches 
in ail the leading cities and towns. Now 
there are 36 churches and 35 stations regu­ 
larly filled. In 1870 the membership was 
400 ; now there are over 2,000 communicants, 
over 1,000 Sunday-school scholars and 300 
catechumens. All the present communicants 
were once communicants ot the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church. This year the church of Geneva 
has been received into the union. The Free 
Church started without a cent. It has 
subsisted and grown, trusting to Goc', To-day 
it is without a dollar of iadebiedneEs. D re­ 
ceives aid, however, from abroad, and must 
do so for some time to come. Its member­ 
ship is from the poor people, and they must 
he aided. A Scotchman, Rev. John Mc- 
Dougal, is the Treasurer, and a close aud 
cautious man, who makes every cent go the 
farthest and taxes all payments to the clergy 
to support the sustenatio» fund. Regarding 
the church schools, he had had to fight many 
hard battles, and not the least difficult were 
those he fought with Protestant friends. The 
schools in Italy are many and are supported 
by the State 
and municipalities. Iu 
such they could uot expect religious 
teaching. The church must prepare for its 
membership iu the next generation by train­ 
ing up that one coming on. Hence it has 
schools from primary clear up to the Normal 
nud the Theological College. The church 
has sixteen schools, twenty-one Superiors 
over them, and over 1,S00 pupils, and all 
have had marve’ous success. Roman Cath­ 
olic parent-, in very many cases, send their 
children to the Free Church schools to receive 
what is admitted to be superior moral and 
general education. He pointed out with 
great bitterntss the contrast of Protestants 
in England and America sending their 
children to Catholic schools, the authori­ 
ties of which teach that such parents 
are heretics and lost. On this point he dwelt 
at length, and compared the education given 
in the schools, and contrasted the condition 
of countries under the dominance of the 
Roman Church with those where there is 
religious tolerance. He cited instances of 
governmental indorsement of the excellence 
and high standing and success of the Free 
Church schools made by Italian governmental 
authorities, who are ardent and devoted 
Catholics. He cited instances of successful 
resistance by scholars educated iu there 
schools against attempts to draw them from 
the church, and one, a very amusing one, where 
a girl of 16 had an intellectual and theological 
bout with one of the Pope’s princes, a Cardi­ 
nal, and worsted him, according to the latter’s 
own admission. In the theological school 
there are now 8 professors and 17 advanced 
pupils. He described the location of the Free 
Church schools and buildings in Rome as 
very near to the Vatican, and in an amusing 
manner described his own rooms in the build­ 
ings, as looking toward the windows of the 
Palace of 
the Vatican from which 
Leo XIII. and himself recognized each 
other. He declared that he is fighting 
the Pope, and that the Pope is fighting him, 
and that it is a mutual contest, and that the 
Free Church is succeeding he knows, because 
the Pope shows his displeasure. If he re­ 
mained silent it would be evidence of the 
failure of the Free Church. Gavazzi then 
made a humorous and earnest appeal for aid 
for his church, and closed by a touching and 
eloquent invocation of heavenly blessings 
upon his hearers, their families, their churches 
and their country. During the delivery of the 
address Father Gavazzi was frequently and 
loudly applauded. In his denunciations of 
Papal rule and authority, and of the educa­ 
tional institutions of the Catholic Church, 
the speaker rose at times to the terribly se­ 
vere aud at others convulsed his hearers with 
laughter by the peculiarities of his style and 
the dramatic in his manner. The collection 
taken amounted to nearly $60, which Gavazzi 
requested be sent to the church in Italy 
through the Tract Society agency. He said 
he should probably never again visit Amer­ 
ica, as now with him time knocks at the door 
of his seventy-third year.

THAT INFAMOUS ORDINANCE 
Eds. Recobd-Union : With warmest ap­ 
proval I have read your condemnation of 
what I must stigmatize as the infamous 
“Curfew” ordinance. Permit me to express 
a parent’s views. I am a father of sons. I 
bring them up to obey and respect their 
parents. They have a pride in being trusted— 
I encourage it. lean Bend them anywhere, 
at any hour of night, to do a duty and feel 
eure they do not go astray. I took them to 
a lecture the other night aDd, being sud­ 
denly called away, left them to return 
home alone after 10 o’clock, and they did. 
Their mother, if taken suddenly ill, can 
send the youngest in dead of night for 
distant aid, and the duty will be as promptly 
performed as if an adult had gone. Now 
in either of these esses it was and would 
be impracticable—nay, impossible—to have 
written “ passes” (humiliating word), and 
yet, with the ordinance in force, those 
boys might 
hare 
been collared by 
some policeman and thrust into that 
vermin-infested lazar-house, 
the filthy 
City Prison. I am indignant. I feel, as all 
tiue parents must; I despise the canting 
creatures who originated and urged the 
passage of the law. I deny their right to in­ 
vade my family and regulate its habits. I 
give the Trustees notice now that I will test 
their right to regulate the uprising and down- 
sitting of my household. The ordinance is 
in excess of authority ; it Í3 in conflict with 
the constitutional fight of personal liberty. 
If the authorities have the right to say that 
one under 16 shall go indoors at 8 or 
9, they have equally the authority to de­ 
clare that one under CO shall do likewise. 
If they have the right to say my 
children shall be boused at 9, they have 
the right to force them to rise and come 
out at 4 a. m. If they have the right to de­ 
clare to the poor man, who has neither lawn 
nor yard for his little ones, that hs shall shut 
them in at 8 o’clock, they have the Bame right 
to declare that they shall not come out until 
noon. The right to fix the hour, if a right, 
is not limited to any hour. The hours fixed 
in the ordinance are proper hours for children 
to be at home, or at least near home’s thresh­ 
old, but the city has engaged in a small busi­ 
ness when it undertakes to force all families 
to a given hour of retiracy for their children. 
It is a communistic step—a degree in the in­ 
famous regulative doctrine ; an advance in 
the paternal government system which 
usurps the family right anil deprives 
the parent of authority. It leads children to 
look to the law before the parent, and teaches 
them that there is an authority more to lie 
respected than that of home.. Carried to its 
legitimate outcome and this ordinance can be 
extended to regulate the hours when we shall 
kiss our wives and take our tea. For the 
sake of modern civilization let it be repealed. 
I do not object to mere police regulation or­ 
dinances, such as preventing minors obstruct­ 
ing theater entrances, etc. ' All such are 
totally distinct from the one under considera­ 
tion, which is, for short, born of the social­ 
istic and agrarian principle.

G uilty oe G rand L arceny.—The case 
of the People against George M. Farr, for 
grand larceny, was called for trial in ,the Su­ 
perior Court a few days since, but it was 
found that the principal witness fer the pros­ 
ecution had disappeared, and it was believed 
had been run out of town to save Farr from 
conviction. The case was postponed until 
yesterday, to allow the District Attorney 
time to procure his attendance. Upon in­ 
vestigation it was ascertained that one of 
Farr’s chums had three or four weeks ago 
hired the witness to leave the town for the 
purpose of being absent at the time of the 
trial, and had paid him about $40 for this 
purpose. Deputy Sheriff Barron, who had 
been employed in working up the case, was 
furnished with a bench warrant for 
the witness, 
and he 
left 
in pur­ 
suit 
of 
him 
three 
days 
since. 
He found that he had gone to Stockton, and 
from there traced him about thirty miles 
back into the country, and there found him. 
He then telegraphed that he had got his man, 
and would be here in time for the trial yes­ 
terday. Farr supposed he would get clear, 
owing to the absence of this witness, and 
seemed greatly surprised and beat wuen he 
saw the officer walk in with him soon after 
the trial commenced. The trial proceeded, 
aud at its close Farr was promptly found 
guilty by the jury. The facts of the case as 
they developed upon the trial were that 
in December last an elderly Italian, who was 
treating some friends at the bar in the Hotel 
d’ltalia on Front street, took from his 
pocket his purse to pay the barkeeper, and 
while doing so Farr grabbed the puree, con­ 
taining about $20, from his hands, and ran 
off with it. He was soon after arrested by 
officers Jackson and Rider, and after obtain­ 
ing two or three postponements of the trial 
of his case, has now been convicted, and is to 
receive sentence on next Monday. Farr has 
frequently been arrested upon various of­ 
fenses, and a charge of perjury is still stand­ 
ing against him. His portrait, taken 
at the time he assaulted and nearly killed 
officer Coffee two or three years since, is in 
the police gallery of criminals. 
E a st P a rk A ssociation.—The adjourned 
meeting of the East Park Association was 
held at the office of \V. P. Coleman last 
evening. J. R. Watson occupied the chair 
as President pro tem., and A. S. Ilcpkina 
was Secretary. One hundred and twenty- 
•four shares of tho stock were represented. 
The minutes of all the meetings of the stock­ 
holders and Directors since the organization 
of the association were read and approved. 
The committee appointed at the last meet­ 
ing to examine into the title of the associa­ 
tion to the East Park property, and into the 
affairs generally of the association, sub­ 
mitted 
a detailed report, giving an 
abstract of the title, and also to the 
effect that the conduct of the finances 
on the part of the previous management was 
in a highly unsatisfactory condition, and 
recommending that a satiafictory explana­ 
tion and accounting ba demanded. The re­ 
port was adopted, and a resolution embracing 
the recommendation prevailed, authorizing a 
demand upon the former managers for any 
moneys in their hands which remain- 
in excess of expenditures. 
The Secre­ 
tary made his report, showing 
that 
the income from the property was not 
sufficient to meet the necessary expenses. 
The meeting then proceeded to the election of 
Directors for the ensuing year, and Messrs. 
M. M. Drew, Tbos. Harper, A. L. Frost, John 
McNeill and W. P. Coleman were elected. 
R. S. Carey made a proposition that if the 
Association would lease the East Park 
grounds to him for a term of years he would 
construct a street railway to that point and 
maintain the grounds in good condition for 
public use, free of expense to the Associa­ 
tion. A resolution was adopted that the Di­ 
rectors of the East Park Association b9 
instructed to lease the Park to R. S. Carey 
for a term of ten years, he to keep said Park 
in perfect order for public use, without ex­ 
pense to the Association. The meeting then 
adjourned.

Bpiiconalteld's Condition. 
L o n do n, March 30th.—Beaconsfield has 
improved, though uot yet out of danger. 
L on do n, March 30th-*10:30 p. m.— Bea­ 
consfield had several attacks of spasmodic 
symptoms during the day, aud is scarcely so 
well as he was. 
L ondon, March 31st—A. M.—A bulletin at 
1:30 a. m. says that Beaconsfield is un­ 
changed. His condition causes the greatest 
anxiety to his friends. 
American Silverw are—B im etallism . 
C h icago, March 30th.—The Times’London 
special says : As a result of the surplus in 
finances some taxes will be reduced. I have 
reason to state that one article which will be 
affected is manufactured silverware on which 
a duty is now levied alike on home and for­ 
eign products. I have leason also to assert 
that the duty will be wholly taken off, which 
will produce very important results, both hers 
and in America. There will be an increase 
in the value of native silver, but the most im­ 
portant effect will be to cause an immediate 
rise in the value of manufactured American 
ware in this market. I had an interview yes­ 
terday with one of the heaviest dealers in 
silver plate, who said : “ American goods are 
superior to anything manufactured in this 
country iu style, finish and quality. The 
duty now enforced is practically prohibitory 
of its importation, but should the proposal of 
the Government be indorsed, as it is sure to 
be, then certainly a large trade with America 
will spring up, provided the American manu­ 
facturers are willing to maintain the present 
standard and avoid shipping inferior goods to 
this market.” 
This contemplated abolition of duty is in* 
tended to stop the mouths of those who favor 
bimetallism. On the whole, it is expected 
that England will make a vigorous opposition 
to the terms of fixity proposed by France and 
America, Just now it seems doubtful if 
Belgium will take part in the Monetary Con­ 
ference. Foot and Month Disease. 
L ondon, March 30tb.—The Privy¿Jouncil 
declared that the Birkenhead abattoir and 
the Birkenhead cattle depot of the London 
and Northwestern and Great Western Rail­ 
way Company are infected with the foot and 
mouth disease.

The Arm* Acl In Ireland. 
New Yobk, March 30th.—The Herald's 
Dublin special says: All the preliminaries 
have now been arranged, and I understand 
that Friday night’s Dublin Gazette will con­ 
tain a proclamation putting the arms act 
into operation in Ireland. It is not intended 
to put the act in force all over Ireland at 
once. At first, probably, only five counties, 
including Cork and Mayo, will be placed 
under the provisions of the act. 
RUSSIA. 
The NlkllUt Trials. 
S t. P etersb u rg , March 30th.—The Min­ 
ister of Justice is overwhelmed with applica­ 
tions for admission to the trial of the Nihil­ 
ists. Certain representatives of the prees 
will probably be admitted, on condition of 
confining their reports to the external cir­ 
cumstances of the case, while tha representa­ 
tives of foreign journals, many < f whom have 
come specially for the session, have not yet 
been able to see the Minister recording th( ir 
admission. Many applicants will doubtless 
be disappointed. All of tho five prisoners 
will be charged with belonging to a secret 
society for subverting the existing order of 
things, and with complicity in the assas­ 
sination of 
the Emperor. 
Public cu­ 
riosity centers in the female prisoner, 
Sophie 
Pieoffskv, 
whose 
aritocratic 
connections, social position and superior 
education excite a general wonder. She 
is the daughter of a former Provincial Gov­ 
ernor, and the niece of an officer of high rank 
in the army. According to the confession of 
Pieoffsky and Jelahoff, they ¿lone knew of 
the attempt to be made on the Czar’s life, 
and the time and place. Their feilow-con- 
spiratore in London and elsewhere knew in a 
general way that another attempt would be 
made. Roussakoff was only informed of 
what was required of him on the day of the 
murder. Jelahoff, the chief director in the 
matter, having been arrested two days before, 
Pieoffsky became the guiding spirit, and sent 
Roussakoff and the other murderers with the 
bombs to the stations assigned them. Rous 
sakoff protests that he wa3 not in any 
way admitted to the councils of the 
conspirators, but 
was merely a fel­ 
low - worker. 
He 
asserts 
that 
the 
Nihilists latterly have had no money, that 
there was considerable disagreement among 
them, aud they wonld probably have dis­ 
persed had their last attempt failed. Rous­ 
sakoff seems to be a Nihilist, pure and sim­ 
ple, having no project or desire beyond the 
destruction of the present order of things. 
Pieoffsky and Jelahoff avow that the object 
of thtir operations was to terrorize the coun­ 
try, disarrange the machinery of the Govern­ 
ment. and bring about, if possible, a Social­ 
istic Republic, after the pattern of the Paris 
Commune. 
The other two prisoners, 
Mrchaeloff and the woman Helfmann, seem 
of less importance. Both refuse to answer 
the charges made against them.

CALIFO RNIA. 


D ecision in O ne o r th e B o n a n z a S uit». 
San F rancisco, M arch 30th.—This morn­ 
ing Judge Sullivan, of the Superior Court, 
decided one of the numerous suits instituted 
by Burke against the bonanza firm. 
The 
suit decided is th at of Burke vs. Flood et al. 
The complaint charged the fraudulent con­ 
version of only a tew feet of mining ground, 
bnt the principles involved are very impor­ 
tant. 
The Judge held th at the resolutions of 
ratification adopted at the Con. Virginia 
stockholders’ meeting were ineffectual, l}g- 
cause not adopted by the unanimous consent 
of the whole body of stockholders. 
All the 
transactions except one were held to be such 
th at the stockholders might have had notice 
from the books, a t the time, of their charac­ 
ter, or at least sufficient notice to pu t them 
upon inquiry. 
Therefore the statute of limi­ 
tation was held to have run against all ex­ 
cept one transaction, in which Heydenfeldt 
purchased 12i feet of ground from George 
W . Kenney. 
The interest of the Flood 
party did not appear to have been dis­ 
closed to the body of stockholders, and the 
books conveyed no notice to put stock­ 
holders upon in q u iry ; bo th at one transaction 
was held to be exem pt from the operation of 
the statute of limitations. Defendants, there­ 
fore, were required to account for the profits 
of th at transaction. 
This accounting must 
be, the Judge said, to the body of stockhold­ 
ers constituting the corporation. 
A ll holders 
of stock a t this date will be allowed sixty 
dayB after public notice is given by a M aster 
in Chancery, appointed by tht Court, within 
which to elect to take the benefit of the de­ 
cree herein and present their evidences of 
ownership. 
The Court will provide in He 
decree th at all parties failing to come in 
w ithin th a t time shall be foreclosed of all 
claim against defendants, or either of them, 
arising out of the transactions considered 
herein. 
On the paym ent of the several 
amounts th at may be determined to be due 
to the parties electing to take the benefit of 
the decree herein, defendants will be released 
from all claim against them farislng on the 
part of said corporation or its stockholders. 
The 120J shares of stock issued in this trans­ 
action became equivalent, by reason of several 
increases in the capital stock of the defend­ 
an t corporation, and the dividends of Cali­ 
fornia stock issued to stockholders of defend­ 
ant corporation, to 6,125 shares of the stock 
of the corporation defendant, and 3,573 shares 
of the California M ining Company. 
Defend­ 
ants other than the corporation are to account 
for said shares of stock or their value at this 
date, and for all dividends paid on said shares 
of stock, as shown by the evidence in the 
trial, together with the interest on such div­ 
idends from the dates of paym ent 
Defend­ 
ants are to be credited with $3,530 actually 
paid for the ground, with interest thereon 
from April 12, 1872. 
I t is estimated th at the 
amount of money Flood et al. will be called 
upon to pay over, should they conclude not 
to appeal, will be between $800,000 and 
$900,000. 
The decision will have an im­ 
portant bearing on the other suits now pend­ 
ing, involving several millions of dollars. 
The news of this decision had no marked ef­ 
fect on the prices of stock. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, M arch 30th.—The de­ 
cision of Jodge Sullivan, in the bonanza 
case, has been the general topic of conversa­ 
tion on the street this afternoon. 
The plain­ 
tiff an 1 those interested on his side of the 
question in this and other suits express great 
satisfaction, and hold that, although the re­ 
covery of the larger portion of the amount at 
issue in this suit—something over 810,000,000 
is held by the decision to be barred by the 
statute of limitations, the principle for which 
they contended is fully established. 
They 
claim th at in the suit to recover the value of 
tailings to the amount of $26,000,000, which 
is set for next M ay, the statute of limitations 
will be inoperative, and th at a decision in 
their favor is almost a foregone conclusion, 
as the case is much stronger than the one to­ 
day decided. 
The case will probably be 
taken to the Supreme Court on appeal. 


T h e D eb ris Case I d «lie S u p re m e C o u rt. 
S an F rancisco, M arch 30th.—In the Su­ 
preme Court to-day, W aymire, for petition­ 
ers in the debris case, moved that a writ 
issue compelling the transfer of debris funds 
in the State Treasury to the general fund of 
the State, and asked a continuance until next 
W ednesday, to give him and his associates 
tim e 
for 
preparation. 
Attorney-General 
H a rt opposed the motion, stating that two 
prelim inary questions of great importance 
were involved, which should be determined 
without delay. 
First, whether the original 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court could be 
made to extend to a w rit of prohibition as 
against any other than a judicial trib u n al; 
second, whether the judicial power of the 
State could be used to prevent a co-ordinate 
departm ent of the Government from perform­ 
ing execntive functions and executive dnties 
prescribed by the statute a t the mere instance 
of a taxpayer. 
H e urged an immediate hear­ 
ing. bnt after some desultory conversation 
between the C ourt and counsel, the Court 
ordered the w rit to issue, returnable next 
Friday, to which time the whole m atter .vaa 
continued. 
________ 
O p p o sitio n lo n S u p p le m e n ta l T ax . 
S an F rancisco, M arch 30th.—W illiam Al- 
vord and Borne forty or fifty others have 
brought suit in the Superior Court, pray­ 
ing for a writ of prohibition to restrain the 
Tax Collector from the collection of taxes rn 
the "supplem ental tax list” last fall. 
The 
Tax Collector, claiming to act under a spe­ 
cial law applying to San Francisco, made a 
supplemental tax list after the regular tax 
list had been made up and equalized. 
I t is 
claimed by plaintiffs th at they have paid all 
t he taxes legally due, and th at the supple­ 
mental tax list is illegal and void. 
The 
amount of property represented in the sup 
plemental list is $190,000,000. 


A ssassin atio n In C o n tra C osta C o u n ty . 
San F rancisco, M arch 30th. — Patrick 
Sullivan, a farmer living near W ildcat creek, 
Contra Costa county, was found yesterday 
lying under his wagon near the creek, off the 
road, dead and riddled with buckshot. 
The 
horses had evidently dragged him some 300 
yards from the place where he was shot. The 
perpetrator < t the m urder is supposed to be 
some one with whom Sollivan had had law 
difficulties, though it is not known th at sus­ 
picion is fixed on any individual.
